“There have been presented to me* the following questions of law arising from 
the action of the Conference Board of Missions, as stated in these words of its 
report in 1892 : ‘ The Board rescinded its action'in the matter of appropriations 
to the missions, giving the preacher in charge only a claim upon the appropriation.’ 

“1. When an appropriation is made by the Conference Board of Missions to a 
circuit, station, or mission, should it be regarded as made to the work, or specifi- 
cally to the preacher in charge of that work ? 

“ 2. When an appropriation is made by the Conference Board of Missions to a 
circuit, station, or mission, may the Presiding Elder have a claim pro rata with 
the preacher in charge on such appropriation ? 

“3. When an appropriation is made by the Conference Board of Missions to a 
circuit,, station, or mission, is it competent for the District Stewards to include the 
same in estimating and apportioning the salary of the Presiding Elder ? 

“ (Signed,) Alex. G. Brown, 

Paul Whitehead. 
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These questions are sufficiently answered by this decision : The Conference 
Board of Missions has authority to determine whether an appropriation to a mis- 
sion shall be divided between the Presiding Elder and the preacher in charge, or 
the whole appropriation shall be paid to the preacher in charge. 

(Signed,) J. C. Graxbery. 

Conference resumed consideration of the report of the Committee 
on Publishing Interests, and the amendment proposed by Paul White- 
head was rejected, except that the Committee accepted the striking- 
out of the words ‘‘If we continue this publication,’^ at the bottom of 
page 5. 

J. D. Hank offered the following as an addition to the report, which 
was adopted : 

Resolved, That w-e highly appreciate the w-ork accomplished by our district 
newspapers, viz: ^The Methodist Recorder,^ of Lynchburg District; ^The Farmville 
District Methodist,^ ^Norfolk District Methodist,^ *The Methodist,^ of the Danville Dis- 
trict, and most heartily recommend them to the cordial support of our people.” 

And, as thus amended, the report was adopted as a whole. (See 
Reports.) 

The consideration of the report of the Committee on Memorials to 
the General Conference was resumed, and the last item (15 ) was con- 
sidered. After some discussion, it was laid on the table ; and then the 
report as a whole, as modified by the action of the Conference, was 
adopted. (See Reports.) 

W. E. Edwards, from the Committee on Public Worship, reported 
the following appointments for the next session of Conference : To 
preach the opening sermon, Richard Ferguson ; alternate, D. G. C. 
Butts. To preach the sermon at the ordination of elders, George C. 
Yanderslice ; alternate, W. H. Edwards. 

L. B. Betty, Secretary of the Conference Board of Missions, reported 
additional appropriations and changes in the former appropriations, 
as follows. (See Reports for the appropriations as a whole.) 

On motion of W. G. Starr, A. C. Bledsoe, J. Wiley Bledsoe, and 
R. N. Sledd, the following was adopted : 

Resolved, That we have heard with deep interest the report of Dr. Lafferty con- 
cerning a technical school at Crozet for the fatherless of our Conference. We 
give him God speed and pray for the success of this good work of charity. 

The Joint Board of Finance made report on the subject re committed 
to them on Tuesday last, recommending as a basis of assessment and 
apportionment the amounts assessed for the support of the ministry in 
the charges during the preceding year. 

On motion of Paul Whitehead, the whole subject was indefinitely 
postponed.

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The following report from the Joint Board of Finance wtis made 
and adopted : 

‘‘ The Uonrd of Finance, to which was referred the memorial from the Western 
Virginia Conference concerning the Colvin Fund, would report that they cannot 
!| recommend the adoption of the petition.

The Joint Board of Finance (through A. G. Brown, Chairman,) re- 
ported that there wjis a deficiency of $617.43 in collecting the amount 
apportioned to this Conference for the entertainment of the General 
Conference. 

On motion of B. F. Lipscomb and P. Whitehead, it was ordered 
that the sum of $800 be apportioned by the Joint Board of Finance to 
the several districts for the purpose of raising this deficiency. 

A. Coke Smith, from the Committee on the Paine and Lane Insti- 
tutes, made report, which was adopted. (See Eeports.) 

On motion of James Cannon, Jr., and others, the following resolu- 
tion w’as adopted : 

Besolced, That we reiterate the oft-expressed position of our Conference on the 
liquor trathc. AVe recognize it as one of the greatest evils of the age, and pledge 
ourselves to do all in our power to exterminate it. 

On motion, the vote by which the whole subject of amendments to 
the Financial Plan was indefinitely postponed was reconsidered, and 
George L. Xeville offered a resolution that the Joint Board of Finance 
be instructed to make apportionments to the several districts by the 
same percentage adopted at the Conference of 1890. Pending the dis- 
cussion of which, the report of the Sunday-school Board, made on 
Tuesday last, was by general consent taken up, and, with exception of 
the fourth resolution recommended by it, adopted. (See Eeports.) 

And then, on motion, the Conference adjourned to meet again at 
8 o’clock P. 31.

Report of the Committee on Memoirs. 

When our Conference last met in this city, in 1887, the number of 
deceased preachers reported was the largest in our Conference history, 
and included some of our greatest and noblest men. In twenty years 
(1874 to 1893 inclusive) there has been but a single year, the first 
named, when no death occurred, and but two, 1884, and the present, 
when the number was so small as one. The one who is absent at this 
session is a great and conspicuous loss. Neither from the list of ancient 
men, the feeble and superannuated, nor from that of the very young 
and inexperienced, has Death gleaned a sheaf. Not yet beyond the 
full maturity of life, in the midst of abundant and valuable labors, ap- 
preciated and honored in the whole connection outside of our Confer- 
ence, as well as beloved and respected by all his comrades at home, our 
one dead brother leaves a mournful vacancy in our ranks.

Peter Archibald Peterson was born in the city of Petersburg, 
Ya., September 28, 1828. His father died while he was yet young. 
His mother, a remarkable woman in force of character and piety, 
brought up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord,” a family of 
seven children. She attained a good old age, and, dying in 1885, saw 
children’s children to the third generation beyond her own, and the 
blessing of God abiding upon her descendants, especially her own off- 
spring, of whom two were honored and eminent ministers of the Gos- 
pel. Her love and holy example and prayers found their first marked 
fruit in Peter A. at the age of fourteen, when, at meeting held at 
Ettrick by Eev. Joseph Carson, he was happily converted to God. 
The clear sense of acceptance then obtained was never lost and seldom 
obscured throughout life. 

His mother’s circumstances allowed him little opportunity of educa- 
tion. A plain schooling in the elementary branches was all he could 
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get. He learned the carpenter’s and builder’s trade, under his uncle, 
and applied himself with diligence and success to the pursuit of his 
calling. To his life’s end he valued this discipline of hard work, and 
often spoke of the excellence of the old custom among the Jews by 
which every man learned some branch of handicraft. 

When he was about eighteen years of age the Mexican war had com- 
menced, and volunteers was called for. He enlisted in the company 
raised in Petersburg by Captain Fletcher H. Archer, and was commis- 
sioned a lieutenant. His first exercise of public speech — a promise of 
future success - was at this time in addressing a crowd whom he 
stirred up to patriotic zeal by words and example. Archer’s company 
was a part of the Virginia regiment commanded by Col. Hamtramck 
(Jubal A. Early was major), which was in Mexico for eighteen months, 
and, although not engaged in battle, had many trying experiences and 
rendered important service. Returning home, he married Miss Lucy 
A. Williamson, of Petersburg, a helpmeet indeed, who, having cheered 
and blessed all the days of his laborious life, survives and laments 
him with such faithful devotion as exists only in cases of marriage 
union so suitable and harmonious. Settled in life, he addressed him- 
self resolutely to the duties of a serious and energetic young citizen and 
of an active church member. 

The Lord had other and greater work for him, however. From the 
time of his conversion he had an impression that he was called to the 
ministry. Feeling the inadequacy of his preparation he (to use his 
own language) “foolishly endeavored to evade” the call. After sup- 
pression of his convictions for several years, he could strive no longer 
without loss of all peace and hope, and so decided to surrender to the 
Divine summons. Having obtained license to preach and exercised his 
gifts awhile, he joined the itinerancy at the Virginia Conference held 
in Fredericksburg in 1852. At that time the reception on trial of 
married men was somewhat rare ; nor was it common for young itine- 
rants to marry under four or five years after entrance. But there was 
good promise in him. He was sent to Dinwiddie circuit as junior 
preacher, Jesse K. Powers being in charge, and acquitted himselt well. 
His subsequent appointments were as preacher in charge — viz. : to 
Mecklenburg Circuit, 1853- 54 ; Gloucester, 1854- 55 and 1855-’5G ; 
Amelia, 1856- 57; Fincastle, 1857-58; Amherst, 1858- 59 and 
1859-60. By this time (the end of the exciting year 1860) his stand- 
ing in Conference was fast advancing, and he was appointed to the im- 
portant charge, Dinwiddie Street, Portsmouth, our principal church in 
that old Methodist town. When he had been re-appointed in 1861, and 
had served as pastor nearly eighteen months, the operations of the 
Civil War, which began in April, 1861, involved the evacuation, by the 
Confederate forces, of Norfolk and its vicinity. Believing that he 
would not be suffered by the Federals to preach qr to leave their lines, 
he left Portsmouth in May, 1862, and, removing his family to Peters- 
burg, became chaplain of the Twelfth Virginia regiment from his 
native city, and served with them in the field till Conference. At that 
session, held in Petersburg and presided over by the venerable Bishop 
Early, he was made Presiding Elder of the Lynchburg District, in 
which position he remained four years, about two and a half of 
them amid the alarms, privations, and distresses of war. Later on, 
from 1871 to 1875, he was Presiding Elder of Norfolk District, and so 
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had in all eight years’ experience of the labors, cares, and responsi- 
bilities of that office. One of his most successful pastorates was at 
Ciimberland-Street, Norfolk, which followed (with one year between 
at Union Station, Kichmond,) his Presiding Eldership at Lynchburg. 
After 1875, he was appointed to other important stations— to Clay- 
Street, Eichmond ; Main-Street, Danville ; Centenary, Eichmond j 
Court-Street, Lynchburg ; North Danville, and, in 1890, Trinity, 
Eichmond, where, near the end of his third year, his ministry closed 
with his life, after a term of forty-one years of unbroken effective 
relation. He laid down his charge with his body — his thoughts, in 
the temporary wanderings of disease, lingering anxiously around the 
services to be provided for. 

By development of mind and soul in so long a ministry, he attained 
the position of an able and widely influential minister of the Gospel. 
Throughout life he labored to shew himself ^‘approved unto God, a 
workman that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word 
of truth.” By close study he acquired a sound and extensive know- 
ledge of theology, a good acquaintance with Scripture interpretation, 
and no small amount of general information. He became a forcible and 
accurate writer and speaker of his native tongue. He was endowed with 
valuable natural gifts as a speaker : a handsome, commanding per- 
son ; a noble and agreeable presence ; an easy and natural address ; a 
frank, engaging manner, which predisposed the hearer to attend with 
favor to whatever he had to say ; a superb voice, strong, sweet and 
clear ; an enthusiastic temperament, which caused his warmth of utter- 
ance to grow as his discourse proceeded. By faithful cultivation of his 
powers of speech he became, as he reached mature manhood, a speaker 
noticeable in any assembly. In preaching he was solid and clear rather 
than brilliant. Not unfrequently passionate and fervent in passages — 
this was not his general style. He could be very cogent and pungent, 
but usually contented himself with clear, faithful statement and prac- 
tical application of doctrine to duty. He was an unusually good 
polemical preacher, his strong arguments gaining in acceptance by his 
candor of treatment and catholic spirit. He was always warm and 
effective when touching experimental religion. In dealing with this he 
was thoroughly at home, and his trumpet gave no uncertain sound. He 
was a Methodist in every fibre — by training, conviction, tastes, apti- 
tudes ; well acquainted with our polity and history ; interested in our 
denominational welfare all over the earth ; standing ready and well 
furnished to repel assaults upon our Zion, come from what quarter 
they might, and offering himself gladly and willingly for any service 
in her cause, however humble. 

As a pastor he greatly excelled. His untiring diligence left no per- 
son neglected ; his unaffected cordiality gave him access to the confi- 
dence of all ; his tender and heartfelt sympathy made him a visitor 
specially welcome to homes of grief, sickness, or distress ; he had been 
acquainted with poverty and hard work in his youth, and knew how 
to reach a laboring man’s heart. He was especially skillfu’ in the 
management and administration of a church, combining exceptional 
tact and good judgment in the treatment of the practical questions 
which arise in a pastor’s experience in this respect. With few excep- 
tions, if indeed any, he improved the charges committed to him. lu 
many there was great advance ; in some of the largest and most influ- 
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eatial he had much fruit, and saw the work of the Lord prosper in 
every department. Hundreds, yea tliousands, of souls w^ere converted 
under his ministry, some of whom became preachers of the Gospel. 
Ov^er one of these he had the sad fortune to read, last year, the burial 
service, living to lay in the grave a man whom God had employed him 
to waken from the death of sin that he might become a preacher of life 
eternal. 

In conducting religious worship, he was greatly aided by a gift of song 
in a marked degree. He had no musical education ; could not sing by 
note. But he had an excellent ear, and good taste, and he learned by 
heart a large number of tunes, and for a long period was the conspic- 
uous and most useful singer in his Conference. To the last he greatly 
enjoyed sacred music. Kot many days before he died a young relative 
sang at his bed-side, with tenderness and expression, “ Nearer my God 
to Thee.” Sick as he was, he evidently felt the soothing and hallow- 
ing power of those tones so well remembered. 

His services to the Church at large were many and valuable. In 
I860 he was elected assistant secretary of the Conference, and continued 
in that office till his death. In the earlier part of his term in this 
office he did much manual labor, but when rheumatism began to make 
writing painful, he desisted from the most burdensome part of the du- 
ties, still rendering much assistance in the general work. He would 
have retired, but to this his friend, the secretary, would not consent, 
for his advice and counsel in all matters relating to that sphere of Con- 
ference work were invaluable, and never was there a more obliging, 
patient, and punctual coadjutor. Between him and his chief co-laborer 
there existed for more than thirty years unbroken harmony, and their 
union in this labor of love for their Conference was the immediate 
occasion of a tender and faithful friendship which knew neither eclipse 
nor abatement. 

He was the inaugurator of the publication of our Conference Annual 
or “Minutes,” a pamphlet which we now feel to be indispensable, and 
wonder that we were ever content to be without. He assumed all the 
risk of launching and navigation, and his good judgment, energy, and 
hard work, made it a success from the beginning. Having a natural 
taste for the compilation and digesting of statistics, and a far more 
valuable thing — the true historic instinct and insight — he devoted 
much of his leisure to work of that character, accumulating materials 
for the history of our Church in the towns of Virginia, and making a 
painstaking and thorough survey of the growth and development of 
Methodism in this country. None of our preachers understood our 
polity and legislation better than he. His two books, “The Hand- 
book of the M. E. Church, South,” and “The History of the Eevi- 
sions of the Discipline” of our Church remain as monuments of his 
diligent, unpretentious labor, and are invaluable in the field of litera- 
ture to which they belong. His scattered contributions to the history 
of our city churches, published in the Richmond Christian Advocate, 
deserve collection and enlargement. Perhaps he meditated this him- 
self. It is to be deeply regretted that he did not, at an earlier period, 
begin these historical researches and embody them in a book worthy 
of his ability. In these various matters he performed a mass of work 
peculiarly unrewarded. It gained no money, and was of a kind not 
adapted to the attainment of popularity or notoriety. 
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He was a member of seven General Conferences, from 1866 to 1890 
inclusive; and in this, our great legislative synod, he was quickly 
recognized as a powerful debater, a sound and conservative ecclesias- 
tical statesman, and an indefatigable and judicious working member. 
As was well said by one of the speakers at his funeral, “He had a 
genius for work.’^ Wherever he was placed he immediately set to 
work, and kept at it till the object in view was, as far as possible, 
accomplished. As chairman of the Committee on Eevisals at several 
General Conferences he was most useful in shaping the legislation of 
the body. His power ol debate in the General and Annual Confer- 
ences, as well as on any arena less prominent, was first-class. He 
seemed to need the stimulus of an opponent, of a clashing and conflict 
of opinions and feelings, to draw out his greatest strength. On the 
floor and platform he was never dull or uninteresting, but pointed, 
powerful, convincing. The esteem in which he was held in General 
Conference was shown, on several occasions, by a considerable vote for 
the offtce of Bishop. He was placed on the Board of Missions of our 
Church a number of years ago, and served with faithfulness and much 
benefit to the cause till his death, occupying lately the post of Vice- 
President, in which capacity he presided at the last annual meeting in 
Kansas City, Mo. He had an intimate acquaintance with our mission- 
ary work, and felt a constant and lively interest in it and the general 
cause of Christian missions. In his charges he labored most success- 
fully to promote the missionary collections, and on all public occasions 
aided in the diffusion of a true missionary spirit. 

His valuable counsel was sought by the Trustees of Randolph- Ma- 
con College who, in 1877, elected him a member of their board. In 
this position he rendered excellent service, being punctual, laborious, 
and wise in all the course of his connection with the college. From 
this, our denominational college in Virginia, he received the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Divinity, which he had well deserved and wore 
with modesty. 

For many years, his fine natural constitution seemed to be untouched 
by disease, and the promise of long life was perfect. About eight or 
nine years ago, he had increasing symptoms of rheumatism, affecting 
specially the right arm and hand, and occasionally other parts of the 
body. Slight invasions of this had been noticed earlier still. While 
living in Lynchburg, in charge of Court-Street station, this became so 
disabling that he resorted, not only to medical advice, as he had done 
before, but also to the waters of the Hot Springs of Virginia and of 
Arkansas. From both he received benefit., especially from the former; 
and gradually this evil, though never entirely removed, was so dimin- 
ished as to cease giving him serious trouble. Nevertheless, soon after 
this period, especially about the time of his residence in North Dan- 
ville, it was observable that he began to shew age in a more marked 
degree, to “ break,” as we say, and to give token of a decline in strength 
and vivacity. 

After his removal to Richmond in 1890, he had several severe at- 
tacks of grippe, or something of that nature. He was the victim of 
several severe disabling colds and commoner forms of disease, to which 
he appeared to be more liable despite of precautions. Towards the 
end of the last warm season, he went to Virginia Beach for much- 
needed refreshment. There he had what he thought a threatened ma- 
larial attack, and at the house of his son-in-law in Norfolk, was seized 
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with a chill and considerably prostrated. He returned home as soon 
as he could travel, and was never well again. The fatal disease was, 
in reality, then developing. He suffered constant and severe pain, the 
cause of which was incorrectly judged, at first, and the remedies em- 
ployed were merely palliative. Unable to sit up without much suffer- 
ing, he could not attend the Richmond District Conference at the be- 
ginning of August. Through that month, and into September, he 
struggled, a martyr to exhausting and terrible pain, striving, in great 
debility, to do his work, in and out of the pulpit, but spending much 
of the time on his sofa or in his bed. An unusual and uniform depres- 
sion of spirits was a marked feature of this time. He seemed to be 
strongly impressed that he would never be well again, and that per- 
haps his time on earth was short. His family and friends, supposing 
that there could be no sufficient ground for such apprehensions, en- 
deavored to rally his spirits by argument and gentle remonstrance, but 
in vain. He was grave, saddened, resigned and unmurmuring, but 
hopeless of relief. His last preaching and appearance at the Preach- 
ers’ Meeting (of which he was President) were about the second Sun- 
day in September. The brethren at the preachers’ meeting on Mon- 
day noted his depressed spirits and suffering condition, and to some 
of them he uttered his belief that he was probably doomed. By the 
middle of the week he was confined to his bed and rose no more. The 
attending physician was now thoroughly convinced of the serious and 
probably fatal nature of his disease, but neither he, nor those he 
brought in consultation, could locate the evil, apprehended to be some 
dangerous tumor on or near the bowels, nor do anything for its treat- 
ment. When, later on, other help still was called in, the symptoms of 
blood-poisoning had set in, the abscess was destructively discharging, 
and after a brave struggle of a fine constitution against a deadly dis- 
ease, entrenched in the vitals, nature gave way, and the spirit of our 
brother was liberated from pain and languishing. 

His last hours were quiet and nearly devoid of pain. Unconscious- 
ness came on within thirty hours before death, gradually deepening. 
On the afternoon of Friday, October the sixth, 1893, just as the sun 
was going down, his breathing, for some time soft and gentle as an in- 
fant’s, ceased. 

During his confinement to his bed, except occasional wanderings, 
produced chiefly by opiates, he was perfectly conscious, and, for the 
most part, aware of his condition. To members of his family, to 
friends who visited him, to his ministerial brethren, he spoke fre- 
quently, though briefly, and there was a uniform tone in all he said. 
Complete resignation to the will of God, strong and clear faith in the 
Lord Jesus, assurance of acceptance with God, love tender and thought- 
ful to all his brethren, deep interest in the welfare of the Church — 
these were manifest continually. He had often spoken, in health, of 
an instinctive diead and aversion with respect to the mere ^‘article of 
death,” physical dissolution ; but if he felt any such thing in his ill- 
ness, he gave no sign of it ; there was no trepidation or agitation. 
Once, in the extreme agony of suffering, he exclaimed aloud in a half- 
sobbing tone, ‘‘ Oh ! I want my Heavenly Father to take me home !” 
There were frequent indications of praying and communing with God 
silently, and to all worship he responded audibly and fervently. 

In his liome, he was always very attractive. To his loved ones in- 
variably sweet and affectionate, his presence made the centre of their 
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delights. He was a thoughtful, attentive, deeply affectionate husband, 
a firm but tender father ; government in his household was uniform 
and effective. He had a charm for children ; his intercourse with 
them mingled humor and tenderness, and, now and then, a spice of 
teasing towards his own grandchildren especially, which bound their 
little hearts to him with the strongest ties. To his friends and breth- 
ren, he was always hosj^itable, open, cordial, and faithful. In his 
house, his personal religion, genuine and fervent, never obtrusive; was 
also never out of sight. 

The unusual esteem and affection entertained towards him was shown 
at his funeral obsequies. An immense crowd filled Trinity church and 
the approaches to the building. All our city ministers, and many from 
the region around and from a distance, and many of other denomina- 
tions, were present. Friends from former charges afar off came. 

On the bright morning of Monday, October the ninth, sweet and 
sunny as a day of early summer, his Presiding Elder and other inti- 
mate clerical friends, conducted the service ; after which his body was 
escorted to Petersburg and laid to rest, in the old cemetery of Bland- 
ford, beside the tomb of his mother. After the burial service and the 
filling of the grave, the fresh earth of which was covered with a great 
mass of flowers, lovely and pure and fresh, holy and tender song, led 
by brother A. C. Bledsoe, rose from the large company present ; the 
strains of sacred music he had so much loved floated on the balmy air 
and died away in pathetic and soothing cadence around the hallowed 
spot. 

And so we left his dust in the keeping of his Eedeemer, to whom his 
glorified spirit has forever ascended. 

“ We sit beside the lower feast to day ; 

He at the higher. 

Our voices falter as we bend to pray; 

In the great choir 

Of happy saints, he sings and does not tire !”

On the morning of the 28th of November, 1893, in Danville, Vir- 
ginia, while our Conference was engaged in its devotions in Main 
Street Methodist Church, the soul of one of its veterans, John D. 
Southall, separated itself from its “muddy vesture of decay, and 
joined the goodly company of apostles, martyrs, and just men made 
perfect. None saw his departure. The tent of clay was found with- 
out a tenant, in the sacred building where his brethren were worship- 
ing and working the work of God. He died in the sanctuary, with 
the songs of Zion in his ears — a fitting close of his career. 

He was the son of Dr. Henry and Rebecca Southall. His native 
county was Surry. On the 18th day of last August he was sixty-nine 
years old. When a boy he resided in Petersburg, and was mainly 
educated there. He left school, and was engaged in mercantile pur- 
suits in that city, when about sixteen years old. In the meanwhile, he 
attended the Presbyterian service — the Church of his mother (his 
father died when he was a child) — and also its Sunday-school. 



In 1840 there was a pervasive religious influence in the old Union 
Street Methodist Church, of that city, under the preaching of the Rev. 
Anthony Dibrell. At this altar the lad found Jesus. He joined, at 
once, the Methodist Church. The pastor took interest in him, treating 
him as a son in the Gospel. Dr. William A. Smith succeeded Dibrell. 
He, too, cared kindly for the young man. Southall became a class- 
leader, and presently an exhorter. After a severe struggle, he devoted 
himself to the ministry. In the fall of 1842, at the session of our Con- 
ference in Petersburg, in the nineteenth year* of his age, he enlisted in 
the itinerant ranks. His first appointment was to Charlotte Court- 
house, as helper to James A. Riddick. From that date he has re- 
mained among us till God called him. 

He married Miss Sarah Smith, of Charlotte county, Va., who sur- 
vives him, to lament her loss. He had two sons. 

Brother Southall was tall, erect, rapid in his movements, well pre- 
served ; his cheeks were ruddy, his eye clear and strong ; his counte- 
nance was open and honest, inviting confidence ; his manner grave, 
yet cheerful ; he was courteous and manly ; his face beamed with the 
rays of an honest heart : he was a Christian gentleman. The stain of 
no reproach ever soiled his spotless character. None ever saw him 
behave below his holy calling, or the standard of honor. His tongue 
never smote a comrade with a sly and envenomed word of depreciation. 
He was an ensample of knightly bearing. His friends gave him com- 
plete confidence. 

He was tireless in labors. Age did not dull his ardor. He rode 
large circuits on horseback. His advanced life did not hinder him 
from conducting each year meetings running through weeks, preach- 
ing night and day. His sermons were weighty, instructive and en- 
gaging. They contained the marrow and fatness of the Gospel. His 
hortatory powers were exceptionally forceful. He brought men to 
God. Revivals attested his apostolic commission. His death starts 
streams of tears on a thousand cheeks. He practiced none of the 
doubtful methods of enlisting frightened sinners into the sacramental 
host. The names he added to the church-register were of persons 
soundly converted. He visited from house to house. The pastoral 
call was not a perfunctory matter. He had the art of guiding conver- 
tion toward divine themes. Sincerity shone in his face. He was a 
counsellor in perplexity. His friendship was anchored in the rocks. 
He comforted many a disturbed soul. 

Before age somewhat hurt his voice, he was our sweetest singer. The 
older brethren will recall the tuneful tongue of this Asaph. His melo- 
dious voice led the Conference in the great assemblies. 

This Virginia gentleman, this Israelite indeed, this Methodist min- 
ister of the old style, without reproach, without a base thought, with- 
out an unbrotherly act, has gone from us ! 

His long career connected him with the age of the men of stature’^ 
in Virginia Methodism — Dibrell, Skidmore, Smith, Crowder, Early. 
It is not a far fancy to believe that in this edifice, while we were busy 
with minor matters of semi-secular affairs, under the same roof, the 
august shades of these mighty men of old were bearing to supernal 
honors and princely seats, the venerable circuit-rider whom the patri- 
cian population of the skies were eager to welcome. 

Death has loud lessons, even to God’s ministers !

BOARD OF COBPORTAGF. 

Your Board, having examined and carefully considered the report 'of our Gen- 
eral Agent of Colportage, are glad to know that, in the midst of a great financial 
crisis, the sales of the Agent have not fallen off. While the work has not grown 
to the proportion we most earnestly desire, and w'hich w’e are satisfied we must 
accomplish, we are aware that, with the great difficulties in the w’ay, the growth 
must be slow. 

Our Agent does well to avail himself of every instrumentality for the dissemi- 
nation of books, tracts, and periodicals, and we are pleased that our preachers and 
some of our laymen are beginning to take hold of the work. We hope that this 
feature of the work may increase with each year; that our preachers will not 
hesitate to engage largely in it, and that our people will patronize them liberally, 
freely — willing to pay for books delivered in their hands at the same j^rice they 
would have to pay at the counter of the Publishing House. We would be glad to 
see our Sunday-schools and Epworth Leagues, through committees of their own^ 
engaging in this colportage work and appropriating their profits therefrom to sup- 
plying books for their own libraries. 

These methods, however, by no means fulfill all our objects in this behalf. We 
need and should have one or more colporters at work in each district, hunting up 
and praying with all families and persons not reached otherwise, selling and dis- 
tributing the Word of God and religious and doctrinal tracts. Therefore — 

Resolved, 1. That we request the re-appointment of Rev. A. G. Brown, D. D., 
General Colporter for the Conference for the ensuing year. 

2. That the Presiding Elder and one layman of each district (said layman to be 
selected by the Presiding Elder and the General Colporter) shall, in such way as 
they may deem best, raise collections on said district to an amount not less than 
two hundred dollars for the objects of this work. 

3. That the money so raised be placed in the hands of the General Colporter for 

use in the colportage work of said district, as follows, viz : One-half of said 

amount to be used in purchasing Bibles and other religious literature for free or 
partially free distribution, where most needed, and the residue in paying the 
salaries of the colporters engaged in this distribution and in talking and praying 
with those most needing it. 

4. That all books, etc., needed for the colportage work in each district shall be 
furnished by the General Colporter at the lowest prices.

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COLPOIITAGE. * 

To the Board of Colportage, 

Virginia Annual Conference^ M. E. Churchy South : 

Dear Brethren, — The Conference year had scarcely opened when, from causes 
which I shall not attempt to explain, a severe financial crisis was precipitated upon 
our country, the results of which have been very disastrous. Many private for- 
tunes have been swept away ; worthy enterprises have failed ; banks have sus- 
pended ; railroads have gone into the hands of receivers ; and the business 
activities of our people received a shock from which, even now, they are but 
slowly recovering. 

It was not to be expected that the work of colportage would escape altogether 
the multitudinous evils of such a crisis. Working on a capital which, under most 
favorable conditions, is distressingly inadequate, and for a cause for w'hich our 
pulpits make no public appeals and our pastors take up no public collections, and 
yet expected, while paying cash for our purchases, to sell on a credit of from three 
to six months, and then extend indulgence- to tardy debtors, you will at once per- 
ceive that we had abundant reason to fear that your General Colporter might be 
seriously embarrassed, and that the work committed to his hands might receive a 
serious set-back. 

You will, therefore, be the more happy to hear, as I am the more happy to 
assure you, that under God’s blessing the work of colportage has gone steadily 
forward during the year ; that our financial obligations have been promptly met ; 
that the volume of our business has been but slightly diminished, and that, all 
things considered, this may be justly regarded as one of the most successful years 
of our agency. 

We have sold and circulated during the year $7,875 of Bibles and religious 
books, periodicals, pamphlets, catechisms, tracts, leaflets, etc. Our ledger contains 
accounts with 842 patrons, of whom 190 are preachers and 652 are laymen ; 597 
Sunday-schools have been supplied with our standard libraries and periodical 
literature, records and class books, reward cards, tickets, and requisites generally, 
and, by the liberality of a large hearted friend, 40,000 pages of tracts have been 
gratuitously distributed. 

These facts and figures are highly gratifying, and you will be pleased to hear 
that, in these “ troublous times,” the Virginia Conference Colportage Board still 
holds the place it has occupied for several years — in the forefront of the colportage 
movement in Southern Methodism. A letter from the General Agents of the 
Publishing House of November 1, 1893, informs us that the purchases of your 
General Colporter, for the year just closed, far exceed in amount those of any 
other Conference, and that they surpass those of any General Colporter represent- 
ing two or more Conferences, excepting only the General Colporter of the six 
Conferences in Texas, which is not only the largest and most populous State in the 
Union, but holds wdthin its borders about one-tenth of the numerical strength of 
the Methodist Church, South. »» 

Not wishing to weary you with the details of our work, I would say that my 
books and accounts are here for your inspection, and I would be pleased to show 
them to the Board, and give any information you may wdsh with respect to our 
plans and methods. 

“ By their fruits ye shall know them,” said our Saviour. Let us try our work * 
as well as our hearts, by this infallible principle. It may be true that some of the 
fruits of our labors, perhaps the most precious of all, cannot be tabulated and set 
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in order before you. And is it not thus with every good word and work? A^es; 
the best results of faithful toi^ are sometimes invisible, intangible ! They appear 
in the higher realms of spiritual and eternal things. But enough may be seen, 
examined, analyzed, to show the quality of the work and the character of the 

workers. . 

1st. Then, I would remark that the work of our Board has very considerably 

increased the sale and circulation of Southern Methodist books and periodicals in 
the Virginia Conference. I regret that the exact ratio of increase cannot be shown. 
Messrs.” Barbee & Smith, to whom I wrote for the requisite facts, said in reply: 
“Our ledgers are not kept by Conferences. Impossible to do so. Me regret not 
to be able to give yon a comparative statement for the last eight years of the 
amount purcha'sed hy the Virginia Conference. Would cheerfully do so if we 
could.” But say thej- : “ The circulation of our books and periodicals has been 
considerably increased in the Virginia Conference. The colportage system has 
been an advantage to the House on the line of circulation.’ In their letter of 
November 3, 1S92, they said : “ We do not hesitate to say that your efforts in the 
Virginia Conference have added considerahly to the sale of our books and periodi- 
cals in that section during the year, besides having done a positive and permanent 
service to those whom you have supplied. If each Conference had a Colportage 
Board that conducted its huslness as intelligently and successfully as yours, the 
scheme would be an unqualified success.” 

Now, if these extracts prove anything, they prove that, for the two years last 
■past, the work of our Board has not only been useful to our churches, Sunday- 
schools, and people generally, but profitable to our Publishing House, in that it 
has considerably increased the volume of its business in Virginia. This is a 
material point in the argument for colportage as a system for the dissemination of 
our literature. Colportage may i)e valuable because it brings the business of the 
House to our own doors, and because it enables us to obtain the publications of 
the House with less expense and delay. But these important facts would have 
but little weight if it were not true that the colportage system has considerably 
increased the sale and circulation of Southern Methodist books and periodicals in 
Virginia. If, instead of swelling the volume of business, our colportage work had 
only changed its channels, then I, for one, would promptly renounce the enterprise. 
But because, in addition to other obvious benefits, it has enlarged the trade of the 
Publishing House in Virginia, hy the more rapid sale and wider circulation of a 
sound religious literature, I hesitate not to say that it is my duty, as it is the duty 
of us all, to foster, sustain, and perpetuate an enterprise possessing in such a high 
degree the promise and potency of great usefulness. 

21. I would remark, with the emphasis of a deep and strong conviction, and 
not without some personal experience and observation on the subject, that the 
most intelligent, efficient and reliable colporters are to be found in the rank and 
file of our itinerant ministry. Your General Colporter is a Presiding Elder, and 
whatever of success crowns his labors is chiefly due to this fact, that his ministe- 
rial brethren have sl^od by him and have given him their hearty support and 
co-operation. His ledger contains the names and accounts of 190 members of the 
Virginia Conference, many of whom have engaged actively in this good work ; 
and who knows better where, how, and when to place good books in the hands 
and homes of our people than the faithful pastors whom God has given charge 
over their souls? Others may supplement their labors and carry our books and 
periodicals into the regions beyond. Hence, worthy laymen have been employed, 
who have given all their time to the work. AVe have established local deposito- 
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ries in several districts, and consecrated women are among our most willing help- 
ers. But first of all, and most of all, the success of our colportage system is con- 
ditioned, under God, upon the conscientious co-operation and support of the 
preachers in charge. Without invidious comparison, let us look at the work of 
the “Sunday-school and Bible Board” of the Baptist church in the State, as 
shown in the last annual report of their able and efficient agent. Dr. Pilcher. 
Relying chiefly upon a system of salaried colporters, and receiving but little help 
from the pastors of Baptist churches, what have they done ? With 3.3 colporters 
in the field, their total sales and donations for the year amount to $7,606.22 ; 
while, chiefly by the aid of our preachers in charge, w’e have sold and put in cir- 
culation this year $7,875 worth of Methodist books and periodicals. They have 
expended during the year $13,469, of which $5,999 was contributed by the Baptist 
churches of this State as a free-will offering to the cause ; while our Board, on a 
capital of about 81,500, with no supplement in the form of contributions from the 
churches, has by the aid and 6b-operation of an active and zealous ministry, and 
by other subordinate agencies, accomplished a work which, if not equal to theirs 
in every particular, is superior and of greater value and magnitude in this, that 
we have excelled them in the specific object of colportage — viz,, the sale and cir- 
culation of good books, especially the Bible (Book of books), which, in its various 
editions, gotten up for the pulpit, the family, the Sunday-school, the student and 
general Bible reader, has been more in demand this year, and has met with a 
larger sale and circulation than ever before in my agency. Our new Hymn Book 
and Hymn and Tune Book, of which there are thirteen editions, varying in price 
from 25 cents to $2.50 a copy; our book of discipline, our catechisms, record 
books, Sunday-school libraries, Wesleyan standards and other denominational 
publications, have been placed in the hands and homes of our people, as well as 
in our churches, congregations and schools in large numbers, at lower prices and 
by better methods than ever before. 

Therefore, while with sincere brotherly affection I would bid a hearty God- 
speed to our Baptist friends in their great and good work, and would not detract 
from them an iota of the praise they justly merit, I would appeal to Methodist 
preachers and people to stand by the plans and agencies of their own Church, and 
by consecrated zeal and liberality to demonstrate the wonderful power and adap- 
tation of the itinerancy to the work of colportage, as well as to the higher and 
more important work of aggressive evangelization. 

3d. I cannot close this report without a brief reference to that feature of our 
system of colportage, which ditferentiates and distinguishes it from all others — 
viz., the plan of self-support. Neither the oificers of the Board, nor the colporters 
they employ, receive specific salaries, but in every case the compensation given is 
conditioned upon the service rendered. The colporter who excels in the work 
will get the larger compensation. On the contrary, little done but little will be 
received. This stimulates enterprise, industry, thrift, while incapacity, indolence, 
and selfishness are discouraged and rebuked ; and, at the same time, the patrons 
of the Board get the largest share of the profits. For example, on the business of 
this year, amounting to $7,875, our patrons have received, in the form of liberal 
discounts on purchases, $1,575, leaving a balance of $787 to defray office expenses, 
pay freight on shipments from Nashville and elsewhere, provide for insurance 
on stock, interest on money borrowed from time to time, wages of porter, book- 
keeper, etc. The remainder, whatever it may be, is what the General Colporter 
gets for his services. Meanwhile he is personally responsible for the liabilities 
and transactions of his administration. Neither the Board nor the Conference is 
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liable for liis debts or losses on account of col portage. While the very small capital 
of the Board is employed in the business, without interest, it is neither increased 
nor supplemented by anything from the regular Conference collections. This year 
w*e did receive $27.25, collected for colportage by Rev. W. E. Pavne, Presiding Elder 
of the Rappahannock District, and that was done under the resolution of the Board, 
as approved by Conference, requesting the several Presiding Elders to raise $100, 
to be used in the employment of at least one special colporter on each district and 
in the purchase of tracts for gratuitous distribution. A supplemental fund of that 
sort would be very useful and might be easily raised ; but if anything has been 
done in that direction in any other district, I have not had the good fortune to 
hear it. 

The free-will offering of the Baptist churches in Virginia this year for the cause 
of Colportage under the management of the “ Sunday-school and Bible Board ” is 
the handsome sum of $5,999 ; wdiile the wdiole amount 'collected for that cause 
under the auspices of the Virginia Conference Colportage Board is $27.25. There 
are obvious reasons for so great a difference,* but is there not food for thought in 
these figures ?

PUBETSnmG INTERESTS. 

Methodism, from its earliest beginning, has stood for a pure literature and an 
abundant supply. The founder of Methodism w^as the pioneer in the field of 
cheap religious books. Before our church had organic form in Europe or America, 
the printing press had been used as a powerful agency in spreading the knowledge 
of the truth, and in building up believers in the faith. The wonderful growth of 
the church has enlarged the demand for religious literature. The connectional 
character of our church and its compact organization, furnishes a marvelous oppor- 
tunity for the sale of books, and makes a church publishing enterprise an assured 
success if the needs of our people be wisely met, and the opportunity for supply- 
ing them be wisely used. The Wesleyan Methodists inherited from Mr. Wesley a 
large and successful publishing business, w’hich they have faithfully administered. 
The Methodist Episcopal Church does, possibly, the largest publishing business in 
America, and the legitimate profit from this immense business furnishes them 
with a large sum of money with which to still further improve their plant and 
products, and also a large surplus to distribute among the Conferences, for the sup- 
port of the claimants upon their Conference collections. 

Our own publishing interests have not succeeded as others. Various causes, 
which we could not control, have contributed to this result; and with these causes 
our people are familiar, and it is not necessary here to enumerate them. But these 
causes operate no longer. Our Publishing House is out of debt, and we have a 
# large establishment thoroughly furnished with all appliances for doing an immense 
business, and for meeting all the demands of our people. 

The exhibit of the management, while showing a total business of $343,707.94, 
is still not what we have a right to expect from a church so large as ours. Where 
shall we enquire for the cause? Part of it may be charged to ourselves. Our peo- 
ple do not read as many* and as good books as they should. Our preachers do not 
urge the duty of reading, and reading of the right kind as earnestly as they should. 
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But when all this is set down at its full value as a discount to the business of our 
Publishing House, it does not account for the ineagreness of the business done 
there. Our people do read more than we would judge by the sale of books from 
our own House. It is true that a great and increasing number of our people are 
going to other sources for their supply of religious literature; and they do so in no 
spirit of disloyalty, but because they can get better and prompter service other- 
where. Complaints come from all parts of our territory that our people are de- 
serting our House, because they cannot get prompt replies to their orders, and are 
greatly harrassed by mistakes in the filling of their orders, and in the rendering 
of their accounts. From the number and character of these complaints, your 
Committee must conclude that the clerical service in the Publishing House is 
either insufficient or incompetent. 

We regret that we have so few new books issuing from our own presses. Yet 
our own people are not inactive writers. Other concerns are printing and pub- 
lishing books by Southern Methodist authors, which, it seems, could have been 
secured and issued by our own House. There may be good reasons why this is so, 
but such reasons do not suggest themselves readily to those of us who look on 
from the outside, and desire the success of this great interest of our church. And 
where books are published by other houses, there seems to be no reason why they 
cannot be sold by our House as cheaply as by other dealers ; yet very many books 
are bought by our people, through other dealers, because they can purchase the 
books for much less than they can get them at Nashville. 

There seems to your committee no reason why our Publishing House should not 
largely control the trade in religious books and in books of all tne better class of 
literature throughout the Southern Methodist Church. But this cannot be done 
by appealing to the loyalty of our people. They are too well instructed to believe 
that all the loyalty is due from them to the house and none from the house to 
■ them. If our house cannot compete with other dealers, let the fact be known; 
and if it can, it is due to our people, that they be able to buy books as cheaply 
there as they can be bought of any respectable dealer anywhere. 

The Nashville Christian Advocate still maintains that high standard of excellence 
which places it among the best religious journals of the world. It deserves a 
place in every family jn our Church. 

The Quarterly Review is not what we believe our Church should have, though in 
making this declaration we attach no blame to the editor, believing as we do that 
it is the best that can be made with the means he has at his command. We 
believe a liberal appropriation should be made to pay for articles from the best 
writers, that the Review may be brought to that standard of excellence that would 
meet the demands of our people and reflect credit upon our Church. 

Our Sunday-school periodicals are w’orthy of commendation in most respects. 
Improvement could be made, and should be made, in the publications for the 
infant department ; and we would recommend the leaving off of all the questions 
in the “ Lesson Quarterly,” or the exercise of more care and the use of more 
variety in their preparation. 

The increase of the number of Epworth Leagues in our Church and the grow- 
ing interest in this important movement calls for prompt and efficient action by 
the Church in supplying the Leagues with a body of literature which shall meet 
the ends for which this organization was created. We would respectfully recom- 
mend to the next General Conference the appointment of a Faculty or Board that 
shall be charged with the preparation of a course of reading for the Leagues and 
with securing the publication of such books as may ^e needed and are not at 
present published. 
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Your committee offer the following resolutions : 

1. AVe highly recommend the Nashville Christian Advocate, the central organ of 
our Church, as worthy of the patronage of all our people. It is edited with dis- 
tinguished ability, and must prove a profitable visitor wherever received. It is in 
no sense a rival to our own organ and does not seek to usurp its place. The price 
of subscription to preachers is $1 a year, and $2 to all others, which is not a tithe 
of the value of its contents.

2. The Richmond Christian Advocate the organ of our own Conference, and^ 
as such, demands our first support. AVe ought to consider it our duty, privilege 
and pleasure to do all \ve can to circulate it more widely. No better assistant 
could w^e have in the work of the ministry and of the Church. AA^'e believe that 
with more diligent effort on the part of the preachers, this might be accom- 
plished. The paper is ably edited. AA^e have in our connection no better Confer- 
ence paper. AA’^e pledge it our hearty support. 

THE QUARTERLY REVIEW. 

3. A\^e recommend the Quarterly Review, published ai Nashville, and edited by 
Dr. Harrison, to the preachers and peoj>le, and trust that this periodical, for the 
more thorough and more scholarly consideration of theological and ecclesiastical 
problems, may have a wide circulation within the bounds of this Conference. 

4. Resolved, That we highly appreciate the work accomjilished by our district 
newspapers— viz., the Methodist Recorder, of Lynchburg District; the Farmville 
District Methodist; Norfolk District Methodist; The Methodist, of the Danville Dis- 
trict — and most heartily recommend them to the cordial support of our people.

BOARD OF EDLTCATIOX. 

Your Board, in making its annual report of the educational interests under the 
fostering care of the Conference, rejoice to say that the facts reported from the 
schools soliciting our care and patronage are full of encouragement. First, Ran- 
dolph-Macon College reports 131 students to date, which is a gain of 6 over the 
number at this date last year. Randolph-Macon Academy at Bedford City reports 
127 students, a gain of one, and Randolph-AIacon Academy at Front Royal reports 
102 students, a gain of 49. Making a total gain in the college and academies of 
56 students. This number will doubtless be considerably increased at the spring 
session. 

The Randolph-Macon AA^oman’s College at Lynchburg has opened its first ses- 
sion with 58 students in the collegiate department and 31 in the primary depart- 
ment — thus making a total of 89 students and giving a total enrollment of stu- 
dents in the colleges and academies of 428. 

These facts, in view of the extraordinary financial depression of the country, 
are extremely gratifying, and cannot but awaken our gratitude to God. They 
reveal a fact we have long been laboring to realize, and that is, an increased appre- 
ciation on the part of ouf people of higher education under Christian influences. 
Such education we must continue to stress and ui*ge upon our people. The highest 




demands of civilization and the supreme demands of our religion imperatively 
urge us onward to unwearied effort in this work. We cannot as Methodists relax 
our efforts. Our growth in numbers and resources more than ever obligates us to 
increase them. The spirit of the age is so obtrusivelj’’ secular, so insidiously skep- 
tical, and so pervasively material as to cause many Christian parents to under- 
value the religious factor in the education of their children. 

The education offered by the State makes no claim to be other than secular, and 
because it is sometimes cheaper than that offered. by the church, the factor of a 
few dollars saved serves to turn the scales, and the spiritual culture of the child 
is subordinated, and often left wholly unprovided for. The mission of the Church 
is to reverse this order and to do all in her power to educate her children for eter- 
nity as well as for time. 

The widening of our spheres for these ends by the Randolph-Macon system of 
colleges and academies, in which provision is now made for our daughters as well 
as sons, and the enlarged number of students thus brought under the influences 
of our Church, are facts full of inspiration and encouragement to us. These 
enlarged facilities having been so providentially developed and so recently inau- 
gurated, devolve upon us as a Church a grave responsibility. Rightly interpreted, 
they reveal the guiding hand of God, after years of indoctrinatiop, putting us in 
more perfect harmony with the claims of duty and the interests of the world 
around us. 

The treasurer of our college, brother Richard Irby, has given your Board some 
facts of a comparative nature that have only to be stated to carry their own les- 
sons. He reports as follows : 

1. Increase of our institutions in ten years, 3— one female college and the two 
academies. 

2. Increase of teachers in ten years, 25. 

3. Increase of students, about 300. 

4. Increase of assets (gross $537,000. 

He also reports 34 ministerial students in our college and 21 in our academies — 
making a total of 55. 

Another fact is also reported which claims, in the judgment of your Board, our 
serious consideration, and that is that out of 203 pastoral charges in our Confer- 
ence, only 50 are represented by students at the colleges. This more than suggests 
the inquiry. Cannot we do more to increase the patronage of our college from the 
territory now unrepresented ? 

The reports of those female colleges commended by us heretofore, also show a 
high degree of prosperity, and we not only rejoice in the same, but wish to renew 
our endorsement of them, and again commend them to the patronage of the pub- 
lic. They are as follows : 

1. The Danville College for Young Ladies, with Rev. A. B. Warwick as Presi- 
dent, aided by ten teachers. 

2. The Suffolk College, Miss S. A. Finney, Principal, aided by nine teachers. 

3. The Southern Female College, Petersburg, Va., Professor A. K. Davis, Presi- 
dent, with a full corps of assistants. This is one of our oldest female schools. 

4. The Bowling Green Female Seminary, Rev. E. H. Rowe, Principal, with a full 
corps of teachers. All these schools have a past record which well accounts for 
their present large patronage. 

We also note and recommend the Chester Female Institute, Rev. F. M. Edwards, 
Principal. 

Our Randolph-Macon W'oman’s College at Lynchburg is the only female col- 
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lege, we believe, in the South which has an endowment, and the only one which 
proposes the same standard for graduation as Randolph-Macon College. It has an 
able Faculty, and opens under the most encouraging auspices. The buildings are 
elegant, large, and equipped with every modern appliance for the health and com- 
fort of its students. 

Dr. W. W. Smith is its President, and it is but a simple act of justice to him to 
say, that in its successful inauguration, he has again illustrated a zeal and devo- 
tion which entitle him to the renewed “ well done ” from, and the thanks, of the 
Church. 

The statistics required are herewith appended, and the following offered for 
3 ’our adoption : 

1. Resolved, That we re affirm our commendation of the Biblical Department of 
Vanderbilt University, represented by Dr. W. F. Tillet, to those of our young men 
preparing for our ministry. 

2. Whereas, The success of the Randolph-Macon Colleges and Academies is of 
great moment to the prosperity and progress of our church ; therefore — 

Resolved, That it is desirable that a general canvass be made of our churches as 
soon as the financial situation shall allow*, with a view to place these institutions 
in a secure and commanding position, and to arouse 0u»* people to a deeper appre- 
ciation the value of Christian education, and of the advantages offered by Ran- 
dolph-]\Iacon institutions ; and for such effort, this Conference pledges the Board 
of Trustees cordial co-operation. 

3. Resolved, That our pastors are hereby again kindly and earnestly requested to 
urge upon our people the importance of higher education for their children in our 
ow*n institutions, and to seek, as far as possible, to increase the patronage of our 
schools. 

4. Resolved, That our Presiding Bishop be and is hereby requested to re-appoint 
Rev. W. F. Tillett, D. D., to the Vanderbilt University, and Rev. E. H. Rowe to 
the Bowling Green Female Seminary, and Rev. F. M. Edw ards as Principal of the 
Chester Female Seminary.

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SUNDAY-SCHOOL. BOARD. 

Your Board take pleasure in stating that the reports made at this Conference 
show no diminution, but rather an increased interest in our Sunday-school work 
in nearly all our pastoral charges. Our pastors generally have a high estimate 
and appreciation of what the Sunday-school has done and is now doing, and a sin- 
cere desire that it may yet be and do all that it ought to be and do as an important 
auxiliary in training the young for usefulness and heaven. There are not less 
than 815 schools, 8,400 officers and teachers, and 59,000 scholars in the Sunday- 
schools of the Virginia Conference. How great, then, is our responsibility as 
Methodists, into whose hands so great a share of this work has, by the blessing of 
God, been committed ! This large number of souls consists of the young, who 
are in the formative period of mind and character. 

The need of more efficient and consecrated teachers is a deeply-felt want in 
many of our schools. Certainly, if there is any work in the whole round of 
church enterprise that demands, and has the right to claim, the best service of the 
pastor ana of the ablest and best educated men and women in the church, that ' 
work is the instruction of her youth in, the knowledge of the Bible and the truths 
of religion. We urge the formation of teachers’ meetings for preparation to teach 
wherever practicable. The growing separation, in some quarters, of feeling be- 
tween the Sunday-school and the church is a notable and momentous matter that 
needs special consideration wherever it exists. Non-attendance of a large number 
of the scholars between the ages of eight and fourteen years of age on church 
services is much to be regretted. This separation is partly due to the seductive 
but dangerous mistake of calling the Sunday-school “ the children’s church.” 
When children of non-church-going parents are gathered into the Sunday-school, 
we recognize a great and good work done, and better still if, through the Sunday- 
school, they are brought to attend church. When in any case the Sunday-school 
is an actual obstacle in the way of church attendance by the children, one of the 
great objects of its institution is defeated. 

From, letters read before your Board, and from statements made, we are con- 
vinced that our Sunday-school magazines and papers ought to be reduced in price. 
We are inclined to this opinion when we consider the fact that one-third of the 
profits accruing annually to our Publishing House at Nashville is derived from the 
sale of our Sunday-school literature. The very large constituency of the church 
among whom this literature is circulated, furnishes a strong plea for the cheapen- 
ing of it. A Church with 1,250,000 members can well expect its Sunday-school 
literature to be furnished at a cheaper rate than one with not half our member- 
ship. It is w'ell known that much of our Sunday-school literature has to be fur- 
nished by those who buy it to thousands of our children gratuitously, and for this 
reason it should be sold to those who furnish it at but little above the cost of 
publishing it. The fact that $17,000 of the profits of the House are appropriated 
to the superannuated fund of our respective Conferences is no justification for 
requiring our Sunday-schools to pay for our Sunday-school literature the prices at 
which it is now sold. The profits that go to help swell lhat amount your Board 
think ought to be derived from some other source.

BIBLE CAUSE. 

Your Committee on the Bible Cause beg leave to submit the following report : 

The fifth Article of Religion of our church says, “ The Holy Scriptures contain 
all things necessary to salvation ; so that whatever is not read therein, nor may be 
proved thereby, is not to be required of any man, that it should be believed as an 
article of faith, or be thought requisite or necessary to salvation.” At the close of 
the General Rules of the Methodist churches are found these words, “All of which 
we are taught of God to observe, even in his written Word, which is the only rule, 
and the sufficient rule, both of our faith and practice.” Thus do we give our cor- 
dial endorsement to the belief of the Protestant world, that the Bible is the reli- 
gion of Protestants. 

We believe that the Bible is inspired in a sense in which no other book possesses 
inspiration ; that within its pages will be found the only saving truth the world 
has ever known ; that in it men must find the law of God, the power, the teach- 
ings, and the. cross of Christ, the beginning of the Christian Church, and the first 
development of Christian doctrine. The most ruthless and radical w^orkmen 
among the higher critics of the day have not yet had the courage to touch, with 
sacrilegious hand, these sacred vessels in the house of the Lord. 

The Bible has on it — even as nature, but in a yet higher sense — the marks of its 
Divine origin, and he w'ho comes to it with the simple-heartedness of the honest 
seeker^fter truth, wdll feel the thrill of its Almighty power. The Bible is its own 
best advocate ; the modern “Apology ” is to be found in the unfolding of its sacred 
pages. Let men but read the Word — read it thoughtfully and prayerfully — and they 
will fall in love with its blessed truths, and with the Christ of whom the Scrip- 
tures testify. 

Whatever, therefore, helps the circulation of the Bible, must be of prime impor- 
tance to us in our work, and demands our support. 

For eighty years the Virginia Bible Society has diligently pursued this work, so 
far as the means put within its grasp have allowed. This Society, having under 
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its control the work of Bible distribution in our own State, is a branch of the 
American Bible Society, to which all surplus not needed in our own State work, 
would go to help the mission fields to possess this priceless treasure of the Divine 
Word. It ought to make us sad, and move us to greater liberality to know that 
for some years we have had no such surplus to bestow ; indeed, we have not done 
all we ought to do at home. Our contributions to this cause are pitiably small, and 
the collection too often neglected by the pastors. During the year of the Society 
ending March 31st, 1893, the Methodists of the Virginia Conference contributed 
but little more than ^400— together with this, let us remember that we number 
80,000 in this noble and honored Conference. Of the 198 charges reported at the 
last Conference, only 63 took collections. Some of the most liberal churches, and 
the most able to help in any good work, paid nothing. Is it because they have 
not had the opportunity ? I^et us not forget that at various times we have pledged 
ourselves to do this work. “If ye know these things, happy are ye if ye do 
them.” 

Resolved, That all our preachers in charge be requested to take up a public col- 
lection in the month of March or April in the interests of the Virginia Bible 
Societv.

PAINE AND EANE INSTITUTES. 

With the establishment of the Colored Methodist Episcopal Church in America,, 
our people are or should be familiar. After being set up into a separate organiza- 
tion, they found themselves lacking in properly equipped preachers and teachers. 
Their adherence to our Church after emancipation cut them off from help from 
other sources, and they were forced to look to us. Paine Institute, at Augusta, Ga., 
and Lane Institute, at Jackson, Tenn., were established to supply the needs of 
these brethren for educated preachers and teachers. Rev. Moses U. Paine, of 
Missouri, kindly gave $25,000, and our Church has given, from time to time, 
$46,796.41. At their recent meeting, fhe College of Bishops advised against the 
appointment of a Commissioner of Education, and recommended the distribution 
of the amount asked for to aid in the educational work of the C. M. E. Church 
among the Conferences, to be raised by them in such way as they should elect. 
Of the fifteen thousand dollars asked for this w*ork, the Virginia Conference is re- 
quested to contribute $900. We regard the claims of the C. M. E. Church upon 
our charity and aid as quite as strong as those of any other people. We therefore 
recommend the acceptance of the $900 upon our Conference and its distribution 
among the districts as follows :

Committee on Memorials to the General Conference. 

(Note by Secretary.) 

This report was so modified by the action of the Conference in adopting some 
items, rejecting others, laying others on the table, and amending the report in 
respect to rejected items, that its language cannot be given intelligibly. 

The following memorial contains what was adopted : - . . 

“ The Virginia Conference, in session at Danville, Virginia, November 29, 1893, 
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respectfully memorializes the ensuing General Conference, to meet in Memphis, 
Tenn., in May next, to amend the Discipline of our Church in the following 
particulars : 

“ (1) To amend the Discipline, paragraph 32, page 34, so that it shall read as 
follows: ‘The General Conference shall be composed of one clerical member for 
every forty-five members of each Annual Conference and an equal number of lay 
members.’ 

“ (2) To amend paragraph 130, answer 13, so that the first three lines shall read : 

‘ To keep a register for his charge, in which shall be noted the ’ ; and by adding to 
the answer the following.: ‘In charges containing more than one organized con- 
gregation, the names of the members shall be arranged under the name of the 
church or appointment to which they belong.’ 

“ (3) To take such action as shall grant the right to administer the sacraments 
and perform the marriage ceremonj'^ to all pastors who, in the judgment of the 
Annual Conference, are worthy to be invested with these privileges, this being 
allowed either without reference to their ordination or else by making young 
ministers eligible to ordination whenever, in the judgment of the Annual Con- 
ference, they may be considered worthy of it. 

“ (4) To amend paragraph 104, page 76 (at bottom) and page 77 (at top), by in- 
serting ‘forty’ instead of ‘twenty,’ so that the concluding clause shall read: 
^Provided, that no district shall contain more than forty appointments.’ 

“ (5) To provide that there shall be appointed, on the first day of the session of 
each Annual Conference, a ‘ (k)mmittee on Applications for Admission on Trial,’ 
before which committee all applications shall be presented, examined, and reported 
on to the Conference. 

“ (6) To prescribe such conditions of admission into the Church as shall demand 
of candidates a profession of such repentance and saving faith as are laid down in 
the New Testament as the conditions of personal salvation. 

“(7) To so amend the law in regard to the collection on Children's Day as to 
allow all money left unexpended in the home work to be forwarded to the Treas- 
urer of the Board of Missions at Nashville, to be used in the work of Sunday- 
schools in the foreign fields.”

THE CONFERENCE MISSION BOARD. 



The Board of Missions has carefully considered the communication of Dr. I. G. 
John, Corresponding Secretary of the General Board, which was referred to it by 
the Conference. 

We are glad to note the hopeful spirit of the Secretary, and, with him, rejoice in 
the manifest tokens of the Divine presence with our brethren in foreign fields. 
The growth of interest at home, as evidenced by the increased contributions of the 
people, is encouraging. The large reduction of the missionary debt, with the 
prospect of its speedy entire extinguishment, is very gratifying. With its removal 
out of the w'ay, we may reasonably expect more aggressive movements, and larger 
results. We endorse the policy of stressing the “ regular collections ” everywhere. 
Spasmodic “ specials ” cannot be relied on to meet the constant and ever-increas- 
ing demands of the work. 

We offer for adoption the following resolutions ; 

1. We will use our best efforts to collect the full amount, $22,500, assessed to our 
Conference by the General Board for our foreign w’ork. 

2. That our Presiding Elders be requested to give special prominence to the sub- 
ject of missions in both Quarterly and District Conferences, and that at the latter 
at least one session be devoted to the consideration of this great subject. 

3. That our pastors, by sermons or addresses in all their congregations and Sun- 
<lay-schools, and by the dissemination of our missionary literature, do all in their 
power to give needed information to their people, and awaken in them a deeper 
interest in the work, and a livelier sense of their personal responsibility. 

4. That we commend to our preachers and people our missionary publications, 
believing that their circulation will greatly strengthen the church at home, as well 
as contribute to the furtherance of the Gospel in the regions beyond. 

The reports wbich have been submitted to the Board of Missions from the dif- 
ferent mission charges in the Conference, indicate gratifying progress in many de**- 
partments of Church work. 

Several of the charges have enjoyed gracious revivals of religion, and the 
spiritual state of the charges, as a whole, is quite encouraging. 

The collections for all church purposes, considering the great stringency of the 
times, w^ere very creditable. 
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The total amount raised for Foreign Missions is $16,678.14, and the amount for 
Domestic Missions, $10,825.21. 

Our noble Christian women have shown commendable zeal in the prosecution 
of missionary work, and the number of societies among them is steadily increasing. 

The Rosebuds have been quite active and successful in their work, and the work 
which they are doing is helping to educate and prepare the children for future 
usefulness in the church. 

The different mission charges in the cities are, in the main, growing and im- 
proving, and several of them promise to become, in the near future, self-sustaining 
charges. 

Danielstown on the Lynchburg District releases the Board fiom any further 
appropriations, and will enter upon another year with an encouraging outlook for 
growth and development. 

The brethren in charge of our respective missions have done faithful and effi- 
cient work, and they deserve the sympathy and prayers of the Conference. 

The Conference responded cheerfully and liberally to the appeal in behalf of 
the missionary debt, contributing a surplus of three thousand dollars on the 
assessment for this object — $9,331.08 ; amount contributed last year, $2,152.84. 
Total, $11,483.92. The Board appropriated $10,875.00 to fifty-seven missions, and 
will pay dollar for dollar on the appropriations. 

The results of the year’s work give us cause for thankfulness and rejoicing, and 
should stimulate us to greater diligence and stronger faith in the prosecution of the 
work, which is so dear to the heart of Christ, and so essential to the growth and 
efficiency of his church.

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THE SPIRITUAL AND THE SECULAR SIDES 
OF CHURCH WORK* 



“And in those days, when the number of the disciples was multiplied, there arose a mur- 
muring of the Grecians against the Hebrews, because their widows were neglected in the 
daily ministration. Then the twelve called the multitude of the disciples unto them, and 
said. It is not reason that we should leave the word of God, and serve tables. Where- 
fore, brethren, look ye out among you seven men of honest report, full of the Holy Ghost 
and wisdom, whom we may appoint over this business. But we will give ourselves contin- 
ually to prayer, and to the ministry of the word.” — Acts vi : 1-4. 

Behold the church of Jerusalam, the mother of us all. At first an upper room 
held them ; the number of the names together were about an hundred and twenty. 
A crown of twelve bright stars encircled the brow of that young church, eleven of 
the original apostles, and Matthias chosen to the vacant place of Judas, the apos- 
tate. Mary, the mother of Jesus, blessed among women, was there ; the brothers 
of Jesus, late in recognizing his grace and majesty, were now among the believers. 
Mary, the wife of Cleopas, Mary Magdalene, and Salome, the mother of James and 
John, who had ministered to our Lord, watched his last hours on the cross, and 
followed him to the tomb, belonged to this band. We may infer that Martha and 
Mary and their brother Lazarus were on the illustrious roll. 

The company of disciples continued with one accord in prayer and supplication 
from the Ascension until Pentecost, ten days ; like the week of prayer which so 
often precedes an outpouring of the Spirit. Then the power came ; they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost. Three thousand believed, were baptized, were added 
to the church that glad day. Many of these converts were visitors to the feast of 
Pentecost, and soon returned to their own countries, carrying with them the new 
faith and salvation. But day after day the work' went on, and the number of the 
disciples multiplied. 

Great grace was upon all the disciples. With great power the apostles gave wit- 
ness of the resurrection of the Lord Jesus. The multitude of believers were of one 
heart and one soul. They met daily in the broad courts of the temple and in more 
private places. They could not stay away from each other’s company. Christ was 
their one theme, joy, and treasure. Secular affairs vanished from mind and 
heart. They were a loving family. A flood-tide of brotherly affection swept away 
the distinction between rich and poor. No believer was suffered to lack. The 
weight of eternal interests steadied them, the consciousness of the Master’s pres- 
ence maintained a devout and holy awe. But the solemnity was relieved and 
brightened by the full assurance of faith and hope. To crown the blessed experi- 
ence, they possessed a bold, hopeful, aggressive, and victorious spirit in telling the 
good tidings and inviting their neighbors to share the saving grace in which they 
themselves rejoiced. 

* Note.— This sermon was preached by Bishop Granbery in Main Street church, Danville,

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Was this primitive Christianity Paradise restored, Heaven begun? The old ser- 
pent, who had entered Eden with envy and malice, did not spare the early church. 
The readiest weapon was persecution. As he had stirred up the rulers against 
Christ, now he stirs them up against his followers. But scourge, gaol, chain, and 
sword, drew attention to the testimony, and gave it emphasis, and the storm which 
scattered the disciples abroad scattered as widely the word of life. 

Satan is violent, but also cunning. Assaults on the church from without did not 
succeed ; he must enter the camp. He had won to his side Judas, one of the twelve, 
by w orking on his covetousness, and now he corrupts Ananias and Sapphira by the 
same means. They sought honor and influence among the disciples by apparent 
generosity, but kept back wdth a lie a part of the gift. This leaven might have 
spread, if the manifest judgment of God in striking wdth death the offenders had 
not sent fear upo/« all the church, and upon as many as heard these things. 

The next stratagem of the devil was designed to break the tie of unity, of mu- 
tual confidence and love, and happy fellowship, among the brethren. There had 
been no stronger bond among themselves, or more powerful commendation of the 
faith to others, than the love they felt each to the whole body and to every mem- 
ber. But hark ! there is in the camp a sound, not of thanksgiving and praise, not 
of rejoicing in the Lord, not of brotherly kindness, but of discord, of murmuring, 
a w hisper, hint, questioning, which spreads and gathers strength. It was the com- 
plaint of Grecians against Hebrews. These Grecians were sons of Abraham ; if 
some of them were proselytes, yet they had renounced their heathenism and been 
clothed with the rights and privileges of Israel. But they were born in Gentile 
countries, spoke the Greek language, read the Holy Scriptures in the Greek trans- 
lation, w-ere brought up amid the idolatries and pollutions of the heathen. The 
Hebrews were natives of the sacred land, were familiar with the very words wdiich 
holy men had w^ritten as inspired by the Spirit, had been accustomed all their da}’^s 
to the service of the temple and of the sacred festivals. They plumed themselves 
on these advantages, and felt even toward other Israelites somewhat of the arro- 
gance and exclusiveness which w^ere so marked in their treatment of Gentiles. 
This claim of superiority, mingled with contempt, was resented by the Jews from 
other lands, who probably, with all their respect for Judea and its people, con- 
trasted their own broader culture with the provincialism of their brethren who 
had never seen the great world beyond Judea. A flavor of this Hebrew pride and 
Grecian sensitiveness may have lingered in the converts to Christ, and now showed 
itself, threatening to create party lines and spirit. There may have been no set 
purpose to make a difference between Hebrews and Hellenists in the distribution 
of alms. But the life-time residents were better known, and perhaps excited ten- 
derer sympathy, than the new-comers Anyhow, the Hellenists murmured because 
their widows did not receive due relief. 

The apostles met this difficulty with great wisdom.* Much has been said lately 
of the need of sanctified common sense in the church. It is another phrase for 
what ’Christ said : “ Be ye therefore wise as serpents and harmless as doves.” The 
twelve provided a remedy for the evil in the election by the church of seven men 
to have charge of this business, and be responsible for its right administration. 
This judicious action suggests several valuable lessons : 

I. The spiritual work of the church is of first obligation and importance, and 
should never be sacrificed or subordinated to aught else. 

Let us keep ever before us the great end of the church. Be not content to say, 
in a loose way, that this end is to make men better and happier. This is not the 
Bible statement. More definite is the purpose. The church is distinguished from 
all other bodies and movements by a specific and peculiar end which God himself 
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has determined. It is to save sinners, to seek and save the lost, to save them from 
their sins and by the gift of eternal life. The Lord Jesus expressed it in his com- 
mission to Paul, “ To open their eyes, and to turn them from darkness to light, 
and from the power of Satan unto God, that they may receive forgiveness of sins, 
and inheritance among them which are sanctified by faith that is in me.” It is 
not to appease bodily hunger, but to give the bread of eternal life ; not to provide 
plenty of pure, wholesome w^ater to quench, from time to time, the thirst, but that 
there may spring up in the heart a well of living water; not to banish poverty by 
abundance of silver and gold, but to impart the unsearchable riches of Christ ; not 
to teach secular knowledge, but to teach the wusdom of God unto salvation ; not to 
make men pleasant neighbors and reputable citizens, but that they may become 
citizens of the New Jerusalem, children of God, saints and faithful brethren. 

There are unspiritual, unevangelical men, who would rejoice to turn the Lord’s 
Day into a day of amusement, to substitute for the house of worship parks, con- 
certs and art galleries, to empty the pulpit that the intelligent and influential min- 
isters of the gospel may be committees to promote better drainage of farms, better 
sewerage of cities, better ventilation of houses, cleanliness, hospitals, and like im- 
provements. 

There is another class who lay more stress on morals, and would fight poverty, 
disease and wretchedness in their proximate causes, such as drunkenness, lewd- 
ness, gambling, and lawlessness; they rely not on the gospel, but on teaching 
physiology, political economy and sociology ; they know nothing of the renewing 
power of the Holy Ghost, but only of outward reforms by legislation and appeals 
on the ground of worldly advantage ; they war not against the carnal mind, but 
only against saloons, gambling hells, dens of prostitution, and like abominations. 

There is a refined and polished class who would bring light and sweetness into 
general society, banish whatever grates on the tastes and sensibilities of the highly 
cultivated, and encourage gentleness, courtesy, and affability ; it is good manners 
that they prize, and the means on which they depend is culture by literature, art, 
social etiquette, and public sentiment. 

Brethren, let us not confound the church with associations of human device, nor 
the Christian ministry wfith secular philanthropists, educators, and reformers, nor 
the gospel with systems of ethics and philosophy, nor the redemption in Christ 
with the progress of civilization. The curse of the world is sin, the need of the 
world salvation ; all men are guilty before God, and can be justified in no name 
except the name of Jesus, by no merit except his mediation, on no condition ex- 
cept faith in his blood ; the heart is deceitful above all things and desperately 
wicked, and needs to be thoroughly changed from enmity against God to supreme 
love for his will and glory by the supernatural, all-subduing power of the Holy 
Ghost ; there can be no truly righteous character and life apart from the indwell- 
ing Spirit and consecration to Christ ; the concern of believei's is not the things 
that are seen and temporal, but the unseen and eternal ; prayer and the word of 
God are still, and ever shall be, the mightiest, the essential forces to be employed 
by the church in the accomplishment of her great and sacred mission. 

II. The church needs associated and organized effort, wdth manifold gifts, offices, 
and operations, in carrying on her work. 

The body is one, the members many ; there is unity of life, sympathy of all the 
parts, but diversity of organs and functions ; the brain, heart, lungs, stomach, the 
eye, ear, hand, and foot, have their several places and uses, and the health and 
comfort of the whole organism, and of each member, depend on the soundness 
and efficient service of every part. So is it with the church, the body of Christ. 

1. Foremost among offices is the ministry of the word, To this office there is a 
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s^K'dal divine eall, and the call is to tlie liigbest form of service. The ambassadors 
for Christ are set apart to what is spiritual, to what is directly religious, to the es- 
sential and most momentous design of the church. They should give themselves 
continualh' to prayer, and to the ministry of the word. It behooves them not to 
leave their proper sphere to serve tables. 

So early eame the warning against secularizing the ministry, and the emphasis 
on their strictly spiritual oflice. Paul wrote to Timothy: “Thou therefore endure 
hardness, as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. No man that warreth entangleth him- 
self with the affairs of this life, that he may please him who hath chosen him to 
be a soldier.” To the civilian various employments are open ; he may be a true 
patriot, loyal subject, and useful citizen, as a farmer, mechanic, manufacturer, mer- 
chant, physician, or lawyer. But the good soldier holds himself ready to move at 
the word of his commander, and devotes mind, heart and body to exacting mili- 
tary service ; he does not get tangled in any business, in any schemes, whether of 
profit, pleasure, philanthropy, or public welfare, so as to divert, divide, or distract 
him from the campaign. Brother preacher, the Conference has not chosen you, 
the church has not chosen you, the Lord Jesus himself has chosen you to be his 
soldier, and his call sanctifies you to special duty, to one work, to a most sacred, 
worthy and engrossing service. Keep a single eye to please him who has chosen 
you to this high office. The w'ar never ceases, never suspends ; be at your post, 
and see that the cause be not hindered by your neglect, by the embarrassment of 
other engagements and interests. 

Not even the secular side of ecclesiastical work should be allowed to interfere 
with the directly evangelical labors of the ministry. That there is a legitimate 
secular side results necessarily from the fact that the church is in the world ; that 
the life which we now live, though it is by the faith of the Son of God, is in the 
flesh. The poor must be cared for, the ministry supported, houses of worship pro- 
vided ; a variety of material interests and operations demands the attention of the 
growing church. Laymen should be appointed over these incidental and subordi- 
nate affairs, that pastors and teachers may not be interrupted in their weighty vo- 
cation. To serve tables is not their function. 

There are limitations to this rule. It must not be so construed as to foster cleri- 
cal pride. The Master washed the feet of his disciples, setting us an example ; his 
servants and representatives should not be above the most menial office by which 
they may benefit their brethren. The rule does not imply that any innocent and 
useful business is common or unclean. The disciples of the carpenter of Nazareth 
should not fall into that error. The specific work of the ministry may, at times, 
be not hindered, but helped, by their attention to outside matters ; the principle 
may be served by relaxing the rule. Peter, James and John, acknowledging Paul’s 
call to the apostleship to the Gentiles, urged only that he should remember the 
poor, which he also was forward to do. He, at the solicitation of the Macedonian 
saints, received their gift to the suffering brethren of Judea, and carried it to them. 
He stirred up the churches of Galatia and Corinth to make a collection for the 
same* purpose. He wrought at the trade of tent-making, lest he should injure his 
missionary success by exciting suspicion of a mercenary motive for his travels and 
preaching. Oberlin, faithful pastor of a poor and backward people, was their 
leader in road-building, better methods of agriculture, establishment of schools, 
and other measures for elevating their condition. Chalmers, a saint in character, 
a master in the pulpit, a model in the pastorate, an author able and evangelical, 
whose influence in quickening the dead formalism of Scotland into earnest, spir- 
itual life continues as a recognized force to this day, found time to devise and su- 
perintend a great system of providing food and schooling for the poor of Glasgow. 
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Tlie pastor, by his zeal, wisdom, and personal labors, should encourage his flock in 
every good work. 

Nevertheless, the rule holds that not the service of tables,* but prayer and 
preaching is the function of the minister. To these he should continually give 
himself. He is a man of God, a messenger of the Lord of hosts, a shepherd of the 
flock, a tiller of the field, a builder of the house, the church being God’s flock, hus- 
bandry, building. He represents the higher, heavenly, eternal life, the kingdom 
of God. Spiritual themes and exercises absorb him. He dwells with God, in med- 
itation and prayer. He prays much, both with and for individuals, families, and 
congregations. He breathes an atmosphere of devotion ; he lives on the border of 
the heavenly land. The oracles of God are the source of his wisdom. The glo- 
rious gospel has been committed to him that he may impart it to his fellow-men. 
It is the word of reconciliation and of life, the power of God unto salvation, the 
treasury whence he brings things new and old, the cordial of the faint, the comfort 
of the sorrowing, the hope of the dying. His office is to arouse, instruct, exhort, 
invite, admonish, reprove, and build up. Let the church appreciate his sacred 
office, the necessity and transcendent value of his distinctive work, the blessing 
which he is to them, their households, and the community. Let them freely and 
systematically communicate to him of their carnal things, and sustain him in all 
his godly counsels and plans, that they may enjoy to,the full the spiritual things in 
which he ministers to them. 

2. The success, the growth, of Christianity raises new problems. The quiet of 
the church in Jerusalem was disturbed by occasion, not of failure, but of normal 
increase. When the number of disciples w^as multiplied, there arose a murmuring, 
and the murmuring revealed a need. When one room could hold them, wffien 
every member’s name, face, and condition, were known to all the others, there was 
no danger of overlooking the infirm and necessitous. Now that the handful had 
grown to a multitude, there must be concert, system, regular collecting of money 
or goods, regular disbursement, officers to find out the facts, proportion help to 
need, guard against abuses, aiid carry or send to the necessitous. “ What is every- 
body’s business is nobody’s business.” Individual, spontaneous charity, bubbling 
up in the heart and gushing forth at its own sweet wull, men and women visiting, 
singly and without appointment, the destitute and afflicted, speaking kind words, 
and ministering to their wants in a private, delicate, and sympathetic way, is very 
beautiful and graceful, and much to be commended ; occasion for it will never 
cease. But to do good on a large scale, avoid imposition, overlook none who ought 
to be assisted, and meet promptly continuous claims, there are required rules, 
offices, committees, collections, method. 

Some good, but drowsy souls are sorely vexed by this development from the 
'simple to the complex, from the free and spontaneous to the deliberate and regu- 
lated, from merely meeting to sing and pray and hear the word, and testify and 
witness conversions, which should ever be the most delightful and edifying exer- 
cises, to so much of business, machinery, and handling money. But, my brother, 
this is an inevitable outcome of expansion. Would you not have the church to 
grow, prosper, extend into new fields, occupy the earth ? A society of one or two 
hundred believers find ample accommodation in a small, plain house. A single 
man is their pastor, to whom they pay a hundred dollars and his board. Popula- 
tion increases, the membership doubles, the house is uncomfortably crow'ded every 
. Sunday. Yet these unprogressive-brethren are so in love with the good old times, 
* with the spot and building and freedom from calls for money, and an easy, let- 
alone, do-nothing policy, that they will neither buy a more eligible lot, nor erect a 
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more commodious house on the old site : and they stigmatize the advocates of such 
schemes as proud and worldly. 

The duirch could not be hemmed within a single room, nor within a single city. 

It soon spread throughout the Holy Land, and beyond. When the purpose of God 
was clearly revealed that to the Gentiles also the gospel should be preached, and 
all men everywhere called to repentance unto life, there came a new enthusiasm 
and questioning, a mighty enlargement of work, the need of a council at Jerusalem 
to determine a judicious treatment of this rush of converts from heathenism into 
the kingdom of God, and the sending forth of missionaries into foreign lands. At 
this advanced day, with the multiplication of believers, there is also a multiplica- 
tion of measures ; we have our itinerant and local ministry, exhorters, stewards, 
trustees, Sunday-schools, Epworth Leagues, Mission Boards, Church Extension 
Boards, educational system, Bible Society, publishing interests, colportage, and 
much else. 

Brother, you groan under this pressure of cumbrous machinery and multiform 
administration, the many societies and constitutions and by-laws and resolutions, 
the meetings for business, the continual begging, the handling of money, the accu- 
mulation of property in churches, parsonages, schools, orphanages, homes for the 
aged, hospitals for the sick, as hostile to Christian simplicity, spirituality and 
heavenly-mindedness, as fostering a worldly, money-loving and place-seeking 
spirit. What remedy, then, would you apply ? Shall Christian men spend all 
their time from Monday through Saturday in secular pursuits for their own profit 
and pleasure, add acre to acre, house to house, stock to stock, bond to bond, 
expend all the bounty of Providence and all the blessing of God on their own 
skill and industry in the comforts and pomp of earth for themselves and their 
families, thus saving for self the time that is now asked to look after the interests 
of Christ’s kingdom ; saving for self all the money that is now asked to spread 
the gospel and relieve human suffering. Shall this be done under pretext of 
guarding the church against being corrupted and secularized by riches ? Let your 
cold heart glow with love to Christ ; let your narrow heart enlarge with the love 
of humanity as Christ loved you and gave himself for you ; enter into sympathy 
with the vast designs of the church for the salvation and happiness of all men ; 
throw yourself, body, soul, and substance, into every good work; sanctify your 
property, business and talents of every kind by using them for the glory of God 
and the elevation of mankind. This is the way to keep yourself from covetous- 
ness and worldly ambition, and to cherish a heavenly mind. 

But is there no danger to the cause of Christianity from this secular side of the 
church? Yes, verily — a danger which demands much vigilance, sobriety and 
prayer. The text suggests one essential safeguard in addition to the maintaining 
of a spiritual ministrv. “ Look ye out among you seven men of honest report, 
full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom, whom we may appoint over this business.” 
All church business should be conducted on Christian principles, untainted by 
even a suspicion of falsehood, fraud, or any compromise with sin. Every believer 
ought to manage his own affairs with scrupulous purity. How much more should 
ecclesiastical affairs be kept spotlessly clean! Moreover, there should be put 
over this business men of clean hands and pure hearts, of a blameless record, full 
of faith, full of wisdom, and full of the Holy Ghost. Sound, consistent, fervent, 
practical religion is the prime qualification. Strong sense, acquired skill and cul- 
ture by books, intercourse with intelligent men, and large dealings — these have 
their value ; but they cannot supersede the necessity of this chief excellence, . 
that they be earnest, consecrated, spiritual disciples of Jesus Christ, who keep 
His commandments, breathe His spirit, and seek His glory. This holy and devout
